“Sands Of Arabian Desert 


Run Gold -- Not Cold” 


SIDON, Lebanon. — Caravans of 
modern construction equipment and 
huge quantities of pipeline materials 
have edged steadily across the vast 
Arabian desert for the past three 
years, 

In the: face of colossal difficulties, 
the Trans-Arabian pipeline has crept 
westward from the Persian gulf and 
eastward from the Mediterranean sea 
to a long awaited junction and weld- 
ing of the final sections. 

Today that fabulous pipeline own- 
ed by U.S. refinery company, can de- 
liver 300,000 barrels of the valuable 
black fluid daily to Sidon. From there 
it is moved by tankers to European 
refineries, 

The long line called Tapline, cost 
$225 million. It releases for service 
62 huge tankers, and saves 3,200 
miles of shipping around the tip of 
the Arabian peninsula. Tapline is 
1,069 miles in length, including feed- 
ers, 

With the western European econ- 
omy even more oil-hungry now than 
in war days, easier access to the Mid- 
dle East petroleum supplies through 
Tapline can aid materially in Eu- 
rope’s recovery. 


How big is Tapline? Filling the 


long pipe for the initial transmission 
between Bahrein and Sidon required 
five million barrels, plus a two mil- 
lion-barrel reserve for the storage 
tanks here,

For these reasons the salt of home- 
grown and imported seed for seed- 
ing in Canada is subject to the pro- 
visions of the Seeds Act which re- 
quires that all seed offered for sale 
should be tested and labelled with 
the seed grade. This grade is based 
on purity, germination and general 
quality, and new varieties must be 
licensed before being offered for sale. 

The object of the Seeds Act is to 
enable purchasers to secure seed of 
known and suitable quality, to pre- 
vent misrepresentation and deception 


restrict the distribution of weed 
seeds and to prevent the importation 
and sale of seed which is unsuitable 
either as to quality or variety. 

Because genetic purity is the main 
indicator of the value of seed stocks, 
provision is also made for regulat- 
ing the multiplication and grading of 
breeding stocks of improved varieties 
through registered and certified seed. 
Registered and certified grades apply 
only to seed of recorded pedigree, 
which has been tested as to variety, 
inspected, graded and sealed in the 
container by an inspector of 
Plant Products Division, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

The overall purpose of the Act is 
to insure that seed offered for sale is

Plot 


Making Every Foot Count, 


Even a plot 10 feet by 20 will give 
big returns in vegetables with a little 
planning and double cropping. In 
these small plots one is wise to for- 
get those bulky or spreading sort of 
things like potatoes, corn, squash or 
peas. One should concentrate on 
beans, carrots, beets, spinach, radish, 
lettuce, possibly a half-dozen staked 
tomatoes and perhaps a hill or ‘two 
of cucumbers trained over the bound- 
ary fence. None of these vegetables 
take up much room. Beans, beets 
and carrots can be grown in rows 
only a foot apart, though an inch or 
so wider will make cultivation easier, 
and 10 feet of any of them will pro- 
duce many meals for the average 
family, With some of the very early 
things like lettuce, radish and spin- 
ach double cropping can be practised. 
Plant these in rows, say 18 inches 
apart, with rows of the later things 
—beets, beans, carrots, parsnips, etc., 
in between. By the time the latter 
require full room the other quick- 
maturing items will be out of the 
way. It is also possible to have two 
crops in ‘one season, where such 
quick-growers as radish are followed 
in the same ground by late beets, 
carrots or beans, 


Paths And Driveways 


Where the layout is of fair size 
and the tvaffic light most gardeners 
find that good healthy grass will 
stand a fair amount of wear even 
from an occasional car. In many of 
the big parks and the grounds of the 
Experimental Farms the flower beds 
are separated by 6 to 12 feet of well- 
kept grass and there are few bare 
spots. But for connecting the front 
door with the street or the back door 
with the vegetable garden, traffic is 
too heavy and some other material 


|will have to be provided. Depending 


upon availability one can use flag
